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SCOTTISH COMMITTEE 


INQUIRY INTO MATERNAL MORBIDITY 
Reference is made in the Journal this week under 
“Scottish News ’’ (p. 895) to the following letter which 
has been issued by the Scottish Medical Secretary of the 
British Medical Association to honorary secretaries of 
Divisions in Scotland, explaining the scope and objects 
of an inquiry into maternal morbidity.

Dear Sir, 

As you are aware, inquiries have recently been under- 
taken, both in Scotland and in England, into the causes of 
maternal deaths, and the Interim and Final Reports of the 
Departmental Committee which has been carrying through 
the English inquiry have been published. The position in 
Scotland is rather different. The medical advisers of the 
Department of Health are finding that the utility of the 
inquiry into maternal deaths is restricted owing to the absence 
of data regarding maternal morbidity, and, on their reporting 
in that sense, the whole question was referred to the Scientific 
Advisory Committee. That committee warmly supported a 
suggestion that a supplementary investigation should be made 
into maternal morbidity. The suggestion also received support 
from a subcommittee comprising representatives of the ob- 
stetrical and gynaecological departments of Scottish univer- 
sities, and from the Central Midwives Board for Scotland. 

The Scottish Committee of the Association was approached 
in the matter, and, in view of the great importance of the 
subject, gave the supplementary investigation its cordial 
approval. The Scottish Committee has also been consulted 
on the form of questionary to be used in the inquiry [copy 
enclosed } . 

The inquiry implies that information will be obtained 
regarding all births in Scotland over a fixed period. It is, 
of course, a purely voluntary one under the aegis of the 
Scientific Advisory Committee, and is intended to continue 
for a period of six months from the middle of November next. 
The questionary will be issued to doctors, midwives, and 
institutions by the respective medical officers of health along 
with, in the first instance, an explanatory letter. In view of 
the importance of the subject the Scottish Committee will 
be glad if the medical profession in Scotland will give their 
hearty co-operation in the matter, and they trust that the 


members of your Division will do all in their power to assist.” 


Franked envelopes will be supplied for the return of the 
questionary to the medical officer of health. 

I may add that steps have been taken to ensure that the 
information furnished will be available only for the scientific 
and public health purposes which the inquiry is intended to 
serve. You will observe that the names of the women con- 
fined are not to be given, and that statements by medical 
attendants need not be signed by them. The forms will be 
destroyed immediately the information on them has been 
summarized.

CURRENT NOTES 


The Association’s List of Consultants 
As a result of the decision of the meeting, held in 
December, 1931, of the consultant and specialist members 
of the profession resident in the metropolitan area, the 
British Medical Association has now prepared a List of 
Consultants willing to see and advise, at a modified fee, 
members of the Hospital Saving Association and others 
of a like economic status as guaranteed by membership 
of a recognized organization. A copy of the List has been 
issued to all general practitioners in the metropolitan area, 
and to those members of the profession whose names are 
included in the List. The essence of the arrangement is 
to maintain the closest co-operation with the attending 
practitioner, whose approval of the consultation will in all 
cases be necessary, and to whom the opinion of the. 
consultant will in due course be communicated. The 
procedure will be that the patient will go to his attending 
practitioner in the ordinary way ; if the case is one upon 
which it is desired to have the opinion of a consultant 
or specialist, and the patient is willing that such an 
opinion should be obtained privately and not at the out- 
patient department of a hospital, it is open to that practi- 
tioner to suggest the adoption of the arrangements pro- 
vided by the establishment of the List. In these circum- 
stances the patient must obtain from his Group Secretary 
a form, which the practitioner will complete and the 
patient must present at his interview with the consultant. 
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The consultation will take place at the private address 
of the consultant, and the fee of one guinea will be paid 
by the patient at the time of the consultation. 

The Association anticipates that the arrangements asso- 
ciated with the Consultants List will be of service both 
to medical practitioners and to members of the Hospital 
Saving Association who are not able to afford the usual 
private consultation fee. At present the need of such 
persons is met either by the out-patient departments of 
hospitals or by personal requests for reduction of the fee 
addressed to individual consultants. Under the arrange- 
ments now offered the trouble associated with these 
requests will be avoided, the proper relations between the 
attending practitioner and the consultant will be main- 
tained, and the patient will be saved the waste of time 
and other inconveniences which attendance at a hospital 
almost inevitably entails. 

In this connexion attention should be drawn to the 
fact that a number of societies in London and in 
various other parts of the country have established, 
for the benefit of their members, a list of consultants 
who are willing to see members of the organizations 
concerned at a modified fee. Such lists are, broadly 
speaking, open to the following objections: (1) the list 
is a ‘‘ closed ’’ or restricted one controlled by a non- 
medical organization ; (2) the widespread circulation of 
information to the members of a particular society as to 
the arrangements available is contrary to the dictum of 
the General Medical Council, and would probably expose 
the practitioners concerned to the disapproval of that body 
were the facts brought to its notice ; (3) there is no 
““income limit,’’ except in so far as this is represented 
by the status of members of the particular society. In 
view of the establishment by the British Medical Asso- 
ciation of this List of Consultants, upon which all practi- 
tioners who satisfy the required criteria may have their 
names included, there is now no reason for the con- 
tinuance of the ‘‘ closed’’ panels of the various bodies 
above indicated. It is therefore hoped that those members 
of the profession who are associated with such enterprises 
will take steps for the removal of their names from the 
“closed ’’ panels in question.

dermatological and syphilological department, London Hospital, 
delivered a British Medical Association Lecture on some skin 
diseases met with in general practice, and demonstrated by 
lantern slides and photographs the common and rare affec- 
tions of the leg. He devoted some time to those affections of 
the legs which were considered the special province of adver- 
tised remedies in the lay papers, and showed that such cases, 
critically considered, belonged to a psychogenic group ; they 
comprised subjective pruritus with secondary phenomena due 
to scratching and abrasions, and the noteworthy features of 
all the advertisements was the psychological cure conveyed 
by repeated and convincing suggestion. The heads of his 
lecture were: (a) plantar warts, callosities, and hyperkeratosis ; 
(b) areate scaling erythema ; (c) minor and major tumours ; 
(d) so-called varicose ulcers; (e) functional obsessional 
pruritus. The address was very helpful and instructive, and 
was made all the more enjoyable by the lecturer’s rich vein 
of humour. 

At the conclusion of the address a hearty vote of thanks 
was accorded to Dr. O’Donovan, on the motion of Dr. G. H. 
Lucas, seconded by Dr. W. A. Murpuy. 


DERBYSHIRE BRANCH

RosBERTSON, BARBER, Dawson, SyDNEY Hunt, and CocHRANE 
took part.

He then mentioned scoliosis, pointing out that this was 
essentially a sliding of one vertebra on another in a lateral 
direction. He next dealt with the subject of kyphosis, tracing 
various types—for example, cases due to incorrect posture, 
cases due to occupation, and cases due to osteochondritis: 
with a note on Calvé’s disease and Scheuermann’s disease, 
In connexion with Kiimmell’s disease, he advocated the careful 
taking of radiographs some time after the occurrence of 
injury, as the condition known as Kiimmell’s disease only 
became apparent at a later period. He concluded the ectur 
by dealing with crush fracturcs, infections, and senile change 
in the spine. Altogether nearly sixty lantern slides wer 
shown, and the lecture proved of great interest. 

At the conclusion Dr. Gipson, who presided, moved a vote 
of thanks to Mr. MacLennan, and also a vote of thanks to 
Dr. Brand for officiating at the lantern. 


HERTFORDSHIRE BRANCH: BARNET Division 
A very well-attended meeting of the Barnet Division was held 
at Dr. Hardie’s residence, 53, Wood Street, on November 
Ist, when Mr. Gorpon Taytor delivered a most successful 
lantern lecture on the subject of reward and rebuff in cancer 


surgery. Pictures showing a long series of cases, many of 
them apparently hopeless, and treated by heroic methods 
with frequent success, were shown, and also numerous 
examples where the results were less favourable. Though the 
lecturer admitted that the survival rate of cases was still 
very poor, yet he remained an optimist ; he still placed his 
reliance in surgery, and did not advocate x rays or radium 
in most cases. 

After a pause for refreshments, a long series of questions 
was replied to by the lecturer. A hearty vote of thanks was 
moved by Dr. Harrick, and carried unanimously. Dr. 
Hughes’s name was coupled with the vote of thanks for his 
services in operating the lantern, and Dr. Hardie’s for kindly 
lending his room for the meeting. Subsequently an informal 
discussion continued for some time. 


METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: CAMBERWELL DIvIsION 
A meeting of the Camberwell Division was held at St. Giles'’t 
Hospital on October 15th, when the chairman, Dr. PORTER 
SmirH, presided. 

An address was given by Dr. W. H. Oxtey on errors it 
present-day midwifery practice.

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METROPOLITAN CounTIEs BRANCH: Harrow Division 
The inaugural mecting of the Harrow Division was held at 
the Gayton Rooms, Harrow, on October 25th. An address 
was given by Dr. D. T. Davies on peptic ulcer and its 
treatment. This was profusely illustrated by skiagrams and 
hs, and was followed by a discussion. 

Dr. Vickers explained the circular requesting the co-opera- 
tion of panel practitioners in furnishing data for the capitation 
fee, and it was hoped that as many members as possible 
would help to provide statistics. The question of appointing 
anaesthetists to the dental clinic was deferred to the next 
meeting. The chairman, Dr. C. E. Gopparp, expressed the 
hope that many more members would try to be present at the 


meetings. 

METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: KENSINGTON DIVISION 
A general meeting of the Kensington Division was held on 
October 25th at the Kensington Town Hall. Mr. Matcorm 
DonaLpson delivered an address entitled ‘‘ Ante-natal 
problems in general practice.’’ 

A resolution was carried recommending to the Kensington, 
Paddington, ‘and Hammersmith Borough Councils that diph- 
theria immunization be actively pursued in the Division area, 
and stating that the Division is in favour of a scheme being 
arranged whereby the local authorities and general practi- 
tioners should co-operate in diptheria immunization. 


METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: LEWISHAM DIVISION 
A meeting of the Lewisham Division was held at Malvern 
House School, S.E.13, on October 18th, when Mr. V. E. 
Necus gave an address on the diagnosis and treatment of 
chronic nasal sinusitis. 

Mr. Negus said that the condition had its greatest frequency 
among adults, a discharge in children being most often asso- 
ciated with adenoids, while in adolescents polypi caused most 
nasal discharges. The cause was generally the common “‘ cold 
in the head,’’ or acute rhinitis and sinusitis ; it might follow 
an infected tooth—generally a molar or premolar, but never 
acanine. The sinuses were grouped in accordance with their 
anatomical position—anterior and posterior. The posterior 
group (posterior ethmoidal and sphenoidal) cells were rarely 
infected independently of the anterior group. The only 
method by which the antrum could empty itself was by 
ciliary action. The local symptoms of chronic sinusitis were 
discharge, obstruction, pain (only in partial sinusitis), sore 
throat, deafness, loss of smell, change of voice. The general 
symptoms were vague ill-health (notably lack of concentration 
and memory), dyspepsia, asthmatic attacks. Bronchitis, 
bronchiectasis, arthritis, and rheumatism might supervene, also 
certain eye conditions—for example, retrobulbar neuritis. 
The signs were swelling over frontal sinus, tenderness over 
inner margin of orbit, and broadening of nose ; internally, 
rhinitis, pus, polypi, hyperplasia of middle turbinal. Con- 
firmatory evidence was provided by transillumination and 
x-ray examination. The differential diagnosis was from 
migraine, trigeminal neuralgia, new growth of orbit or antrum, 
and dental cyst. 

Discussing treatment, Mr. Negus said that preliminary 
cocainizing must precede washing out of the antrum. If there 
was no improvement after six daily washouts, antrostomy 
must be performed. Wool packs of 10 per cent. protargol 
caused the mucous membrane to shrink and allowed the cells 
to drain. Fine sprays and vaccines were of little value. The 
operative measures included removal of septic foci—for 
example, infected teeth and adenoids. For antrostomy the 
intranasal route was to be preferred. Submucous resection for 
deflected septum should be performed only in the absence of 
pus. Polypi must be removed and their source destroyed. 
For anaesthetizing, the speaker advocated the use of a 25 per 
cent. cocaine paste in vaseline. 

Following a discussion on various relevant points, a vote of 
thanks was accorded to Mr. Negus. 


METROPOLITAN CouNTIES BRANCH: SoutTH-West EssEx 
DIvIsION 
A clinical meeting of the South-West Essex Division was held 
at Queen Mary’s Hospital, Stratford, on October 25th. Cases 
of great interest were shown by Drs. HAMpson and PLAYFAIR, 
Mr. Mortimer Woo rr, and Mr. McALLIsTER. The meeting 
closed with tea, and thanks to the staff and matron. 


METROPOLITAN CouNTIES BRANCH: WILLESDEN DIVISION 
A clinical meeting was held at the Willesden General Hospital 
on October 19th, when Mr. ARNOLD WALKER gave an address 
on danger signals in obstetrics. 

Discussing the toxaemias, Mr. Walker said that he regarded 
true toxic vomiting as excessively rare ; vomiting occurred, 
and was at times very troublesome to deal with—he was 
convinced that it was largely of psychological origin. The 
treatment was absolute rest in bed, starvation, and purgation. 
Rising blood pressure was of paramount importance in indi- 
cating toxaemia of pregnancy. Other very important signs, 
in his opinion, were headaches, epigastric pain, and retinal 
changes. Ante-partum haemorrhage was almost always pre- 
ceded by slight warning haemorrhages, which occurred some 
time before the onset of severe bleeding. Such warning 
haemorrhages should certainly put the practitioner on his 
guard. Under mechanical difficulties the speaker said that 
he placed little value on pelvimetry. The only useful pelvi- 
meter was the baby’s head. In the deformed pelvis 
Caesarean section was obviously indicated. In the minor 
degrees of contraction, indicated by non-engagement of the 
head in the latter weeks, he advised that the labour should 
proceed to full term, and that the onset of the first stage 
be carefully watched, no vaginal examination being permitted. 
In the majority of these cases moulding took place, the head 
engaged, and labour proceeded satisfactorily. Mr. Walker 
greatly deprecated the induction of labour. If a “‘ trial 
labour ’’ was unsuccessful Caesarean section could be pro- 
ceeded with. The occipito-posterior position was responsible 
for most cases of non-engagement of the head. He found 
morphine most useful in the first stage in these cases. It did 
not delay labour. It should not be given within about four 
hours of delivering the child. 

Following the lecture there was an interesting discussion, 
in which many took part. On the motion of the honorary 
secretary, Dr. W. Paterson, seconded by Dr. C. F. T. 
Scott, a cordial vote of thanks was unanimously accorded to 
the lecturer. 


NORTHERN COUNTIES OF SCOTLAND BRANCH: INVERNESS 
DIvIsIon 
A meeting of the Inverness Division was held in the Royal 
Northern Infirmary on October 27th. The following office- 
bearers were elected for 1932-3:

After discussing the plans for a charities dance in December 
and a golf competition in the spring, two medical films were 
shown. The first one was on spinal anaesthesia, lent by 
Bayer Products, Ltd ; and the second was on reduction of 
crush fractures of the spine, by Watson Jones, from the 
Kodak film library.

NORTHERN IRELAND BRANCH: NortTH-East ULSTER DIVISION 
Dr. S. J. Boiron, chairman of the North-East Ulster Division, 
presided over a meeting on September 30th at Coleraine, when 
the Division golf cup, presented by the chairman, was handed 
to Dr. T. Adams, winner of the annual tournament, and Dr. 
T. Johnston was congratulated on his golfing success at the 
Centenary Meeting, interesting accounts of which were given 
by Drs. Huey and Stoan Borron. It was decided to purchase 
a kodascope. The CHatRMAN then delivered an address on 
changes in general practice during forty years. 

He stated that the lot of the general practitioner had 
become much easier in consequence of the replacement of the 
slower-moving horse and trap, or the bicycle, by the sheltering 
and speedier motor car. To his aid, moreover, had come the 
cottage hospital, sanatorium, specialists, x rays, biochemistry, 
improved bacteriology, and trained nurses and midwives. 
Typhus fever was little more than a memory now, and typhoid 
fever had been immensely reduced, not only by hygienic 
measures, but also by inoculation prophylaxis. Diphtheria, 
once the nightmare of every general practitioner, had been 
shorn of its terrors by the introduction of bacteriological 
diagnosis and the discovery of antitoxin. By its use the 
death rate had been reduced to 10 per cent., and, if given 
on the first day of illness, to nothing. Diabetes mellitus was 
now controllable by insulin, and pernicious anaemia had an 
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improved prognosis, thanks to liver treatment, although this 
was hardly to be ranked as a specific. Pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, once regarded as hopeless and as a destroyer of 
families, was now being stamped out. Twenty years pre- 
viously 135 females suffered from the disease for every 100 
males ; now there were only 99 females for every 100 males. 
It was very clear that the statement by a layman of some 
eminence that there had been no change in medical treat- 
ment—‘‘ Senna and salts when I was a boy ; senna and salts 
to-day ’’—was entirely erroneous. Modern medicine was also 
largely preventive, and the work of the public health autho- 
rities was increasingly fruitful ; in fact, the medical profession 
was constantly working to keep itself out of employment. 
Surgery had made amazing strides during recent years, 
thanks to the achievements of Pasteur, Lister, and von 
Bergmann, and the introduction of anaesthetics. The abdo- 
minal cavity was now opened with impunity, whereas pre- 
viously such a step had been the inevitable precursor of death. 
Dr. Bolton referred at length to the discovery of appendicitis 
and the development of early and effective treatment, and 
remarked that in no branch of surgery had advancement been 
more marked than in operative gynaecology. He _ believed 
there was no finality in any science, and that fifty years hence 
surgeons would be surprised at the view of some to-day that 
nearly everything had been already found out. Much still 
remained to be done as regards midwifery ; there seemed to 
at present a higher proportion of difficult confinements 
than hitherto. The general death rate had decreased in fiity 
years from 21 per 1,000 to 12; the average expectation of 
life at birth during that period had risen for a boy from 
41 years to 56, and for a girl from 44 to 60. The medical 
profession had done much to enable men to live longer, 
healthier, and happier lives. 


NorTH OF ENGLAND BRANCH 
The annual dinner of the North of England Branch was held 
at the Royal Station Hotel, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, on October 
27th, when there was a very good attendance of members. 
The president, Dr. James Brown LEE, occupied the chair, and 
was supported by many prominent members of the profession 
in the North of England. Following the toast of ‘‘ The 
King,’’ Professor Grey TuRNER proposed the health of the 
guests, and the president presented Mr. Norman Hodgson with 
a gold cigarette case, together with a small cheque, this being 
a testimonial from the members of the Branch in recognition 
of the valuable services rendered to the Branch by Mr. 
Hodgson in the capacity of honorary secretary, 1924 to 1932. 
The toast of ‘‘ The British Medical Association ’’ was given 
by His Honour Judge TuHesiGer, and replied to by Sir RoBert 
OLAM, 


NortH or ENGLAND Brancu: Division 
A meeting of the Blyth Division was held in the Thomas 
Knight Memorial Hospital, Blyth, on October 21st. Four 
members were present. A considerable number of subjects, 
mostly regarding panel practice, were discussed. Dr. A. 
Fairlie, who was elected to the chair for the evening, was 
congratulated on being appointed president-elect of the North 
of England Branch. The programme of meetings of the 
Division for the year was discussed, and left to the secretary 
to complete. Tea was served by the matron of the hospital. 


Sussex Brancu: Hastincs Division 
A meeting of the Hastings Division was held at the 
Queen’s Hotel, Hastings, on October 4th. Dr. G. R. 
Bruce gave an address on some aspecis of tuberculosis 
and small-pox during this century. Having introduced 
the subject by a brief reference to the fiftieth anniversary of 
Robert Koch's epoch-making discovery of tubercle 
bacillus, he proceeded to illustrate by statistics the great de- 
crease in the mortality from tuberculosis, contrasting the figures 
in the decades 1871-80, 1901-10, and 1921-30, from which it 
would be seen that there was a fall in the general mortality 
from tuberculosis of 75 per cent. After referring to the 
decreasing mortality from non-pulmonary tuberculosis, he 
went on to deal more particularly with the problem of the 
age group 18-25, in which there had been no diminution in 
mortality in the case of pulmonary tuberculosis. In additron, 
amongst females there had even been, in some districts, a 
definite increase during the past twenty years, more marked 
in single than in married women. The possible causes were 
discussed, including various modern tendencies. The speaker 
expressed the view that in the young adult suffering from 
tuberculosis the main factor was early and yet earlier diag- 
nosis. In this regard he was confident that definite and real 
progress had been made during the past few years. The 


question of the help given by x rays in the diagnosis of 
pulmonary tuberculosis was dealt with, also. the 
features of modern treatment, the speaker placing emphasis 
on the fact that nearly all recent developments, including 
artificial pneumothorax treatment, etc., were all dependent 
upon the main factor of giving rest to the infected lung. 

With regard to small-pox, Dr. Bruce dealt mainly with the 
difference between the severe and fatal form prevalent in this 
country between the years 1902 and 1905, and only sporadic 
since that time, and the mild form which has been Present 
in this country during the past ten years. He showed b 
means of photographs, the clinical points in the diagnosis of 
small-pox, and dealt with certain features of cases which 
had occurred locally.
